The  association  of  iris  with  all  sorts  of  spring  flowering  bulbs  and  plants, 
is  of  value  to  all  who  plan  their  garden  effects,  and  there  is  an  opportunity  to 
select  among  the  wide  range  of  irises  just  such  a one  as  you  will  wish  to  use  as  a 
touch  of  needed  color  in  your  hall  or  living  room. 

The  specialist  or  hybridist,  on  the  other  hand,  can  study  most  of  the  latest 
introductions  and  compare  them  with  familiar  varieties.  From  England,  in 
addition  to  Sir  Michael  Foster’s  fine  seedlings  and  the  new  Peter  Barr,  we  have 
purchased  the  widely  advertised  Dominion  and  certain  of  Mr.  Bliss’  seedlings. 
Rainbow,  Clematis,  Norwell  and  others;  from  France,  have  come  the  rich 
Alcazar  and  Archeveque,  Dalila,  and  the  yet  unseen  Ambigu,  Tunisie,  Igouf , 
and  a few  of  M.  Denis’  seedlings;  Mr.  Farr’s  seedlings,  Mr.  Saunders’  White 
Knight,  and  the  new  Sherwin  Wright  are  more  usual;  perhaps  the  awkward 
names  that  Bobbink  & Atkins  have  chosen  for  theirs  are  becoming  familiar: 
but  here  in  the  east  at  least,  Mr.  Willis  E.  Fryer’s  seedlings  are  little  known. 
Among  his  seedlings  he  has  selected  what  he  terms  a “Glory  Strain”  of  which  it 
seems  worthwhile  to  give  his  description.  Plants  of  sturdy  growth,  18-30  in. 
high,  flowers  large,  usually  of  variegata  coloring;  falls  horizontal,  color  “car- 
mine, mahogany,  maroon,  or  magenta-red  rather  than  the  usual  violet-red”  : 
there  are  a few  seedlings  of  interesting  parentage  from  Mrs.  Dean  in  California; 
there  is  Mrs.  Crawford’s  lavender  Zua  “crimped  like  fine  crepe”  that  Mr.  James 
Boyd,  Pres,  of  the  Peony  Society  considers  “so  absolutely  distinct  that  no  col- 
lection should  be  without  it”,  and  in  greatest  variety  of  all  are  our  own  seed- 
lings, hundreds  of  which  will  bloom  for  the  first  time  this  year. 


Such  of  all  these  as  we  plan  to  list,  may  be  available  at  current  prices,  but 
many  have  been  purchased  merely  as  sample  plants  and  the  newest  are  still 
too  small  for  division.  We  have,  however,  small  stocks  of  most  of  the  American 
introductions  and  we  are  offering  Zua  at  $2.00  per  root.
